A request to move two houses 
up River Road - - action that 
would require trimming, prun- 
ing, perhaps even felling a tree 
or two along the way - - was re- 
jected by the Selectmen Mon- 
day night. 

However, John Warlick of 
Salem, N. H., is expected to 
refile for a permit to move the 
houses which he is purchasing 
from Arkwright-Boston, as 
soon as he has complied with 
nearly a dozen provisions. 

The most difficult to meet 
may be his getting together 
with private abutters whose 
trees overhang the right of way. 

More than 70 River Road 
residents, mostly hostile to the 
permit, turned out for the se- 
cond week in a row, and heard 
James Murphy of No. 288 insist 
that he would not allow the two 
maples in front of his house to 
be touched. In fact, he said, he 
would put every obstruction he 
could in Warlick’s path ‘‘if I 
have to go to court to do it.”’ 

The Selectmen were forced to 
defend Warlick’s right to apply 
for the moving permit, and 
their own right by law to order 
trees trimmed as far back as a 
road's edge to make way for a 

moving house, even if the tree 
trunks are on private property, 
Once Postponed 

They had postponed a deci- 
sion on the permit from last 
week so they could take a look 
at the two-and-a-half mile route 
in question, and virtually 
agreed Monday night that the 
town-owned trees that help to 
create the ‘‘tunnel effect’’ of

Annie C. Harris, vice presi- 
dent of Crowninshield, said this 
week that negotiations on the 
purchase option for the building 
are proceeding well and that 
possibly an agreement may be 
reached within a week or so. 

The firm intends to convert 
the former American Woolen 
Co. administration building, 
and until lately the Sacred 
Heart school, to 80 apartments, 
with 80 per cent of them being 
one bedroom units.

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Historic Study Group Eyes Revisions 


The Historie District Study 
Committee is meeting tonight 
to consider revisions proposed 
by townspeople at a noisy 
public hearing a week ago, in- 
cluding a cutback in the size of 
the district. 

Last Thursday’s hearing on 
the proposed Central Street 
Historic District drew con- 
siderable opposition, par- 
ticularly from some area 
residents who fear loss of their 
property rights. 

Members of the committee, 
however, tried to assure them 
that the proposed bylaws are 
less restrictive than those in 
other Massachusetts com- 
munities which have set aside 
historic areas. 

Revisions under considera- 
tion include increased 
representation of Central Street 


residents on the commission 
which would administer the dis- 
trict, a cutback in the size of the 
district, and other minor bylaw 
changes. 

The original area proposed by 
the committee took in Central 
Street from Andover Center to 
Argilla Road, as well as the 
block bounded by Central, 
Essex and Brook Streets. 

The southern boundary may 
be cut back to Phillips Street. 

In addition, three residents of 
the district may be 
recommended to serve on the 
commission instead of only one. 
The seven-man governing board 
would also draw represen- 
tatives from the Board of 
Realtors, Planning Board and 
Historic Commission. Fines for 
violations may also be lowered.

Weather conditions 
have been favorable - - adequate 
rainfall during August and early 
September and now clear, warm 
days and cool nights. 


There are some splashes of 
color showing even in southern 
New England. However, those 
are swamp maples and sugar 
maples that turn early every Fall 
or else they are old or diseased 
trees. 


Peak color is due in the moun- 
tains of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont around the first week in Oc- 
tober, right on schedule, accor- 
ding to the AAA. Best foliage in 
the Berkshire Hills of western 
Massachusetts comes the first 
two weeks in October. In eastern 
Massachusetts comes the first 
two weeks in October. In eastern 
Massachusetts, peak color is 
generally mid October and later. 


The complete Fall foliage cy- 
cle takes about three weeks. 
Peak color lasts about one week 
in a given area.

(the proposed newspaper) seem- 
ed headed for unusual success.

The program had a cataclysmic 
downfall; the operators met with 
opposition, ridicule, ignorance, 
and, finally, apathy in the 
attempt to improve the school by 
bettering its student - faculty - 
administration communications.

The Imprint II has stated a few 
aims in its introductory address:

followed with his opinion that 
the town would be trimming the 
trees on River Road within a 
year anyway - - necessity, he 
said, for the health of the trees 
and general safety. He said 
many of the low-hanging limbs 
would present hazard in the 
winter when covered with snow 
and ice, both the public and 
town equipment. He said that 
further pruning by the power 
and telephone companies would 
probably be forthcoming as 
well. 

He said he recognized the 
concerns of the abutters, but 
that literature posted along 
River Road over the weekend 
suggested something 
‘horrible,’’ when, in fact, he 
respected the ‘‘informed 
judgment’’ of the town’s 
professional arborist. 


Safety First 

Austin, in making his 
recommendation for the per- 
mit, said that while all the 
trimmed limbs together ‘‘would 
look like a big pile,’ there 
wouldn't be a noticeable 
difference to the landscape. In 
view of the experience of the 
movers and modern equipment, 
he said, the houses could be 
moved without any great risk to 
property along the way. 

He also tried to allay fears of 
some of the area residents that 
they would be without police, 
fire and health safety protec- 
tion during the move. He said 
provisions would be made. 

Austin said the private trees 
at 288, 289 and 303 did trouble 
him, however; and hence he 
recommended that Warlick and 
his mover work with those 
owners toward a resolution. 

In the early hours of the ses- 
sion, the residents who packed 
the meeting room seemed to 
think that the selectmen would 
favor the permit. Murphy’s son 
David, responded that he didn’t 
see ‘‘how you can overrule 
some residents who have been 
paying taxes for 35 years,”’ in 
action ‘‘that will benefit only 
one person”’ and not ‘‘the good 
of the Town of West Andover.”’ 

While the Dziuras of 303 
weren't present, their niece 
said they didn’t want their tree 
moved or damaged ‘‘for the 
sake of one man making a 
profit."’ Dr. Alfred J. Sotera, 
272 River Road, said he thought 
the American way was for the 
good of the majority and called 
Monday night’s situation ‘‘one 
person against a roomful.” 

Greenberg interjected that 
‘this is not an adversary 
proceeding.” 


Cease Order 

Still another dimension was 
added Monday night, when At- 
ty. William Dalton, Counsel for 
Edmund H. Sears at 399 River 
Road, said that Warlick’s only 
contact with the town had been 
through the Conservation Com- 
mission, which had a cease and 
desist order against him in the 
mail ‘“‘right now.”’ 

Dalton claimed Warlick had 
not stayed 100 feet away from 
the brook as ordered by the 
Conservation people, and added 
that he was just trying to ascer- 
tain ‘‘if this were the sort of 
person who will do a good job.”’

Sears himself presented 
photographs of the road with 
superimposed sketches of the 
houses. He said the road is 24 to 
25 feet wide, and the houses 
would overhang two feet each 
way. 
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Historic Tree 

Donald Hayes, the Historical 
Commission’s delegate to the 
Andover Bicentennial Com- 
mittee, spoke up concerning the 
tree at the Maloney home at 
No. 249. He said the property 
was a part of a land grant to the 
Abbot family, and Mrs. 
Katherine Maloney added that 
the tree had been planted in 
1753 

They were assured that the 
only limb to be affected was 
next to a scar where a previous 
one had been lopped off at an 
earlier time, without harm. 

Warlick’s Attorney, Philip 
Sullivan, noted that Warlick is a 
taxpaying landowner and that 
he intends to reside in one of the 
two houses. One benefit to the 
town, he said, would be through 
two new taxable properties. 

He added that Warlick was 
“in this for profit,’ but that 
“he’s not a crook.”’

The Adams 
Chronicled 


On election night a week ago, 
John Adams of Exeter, N. H. 
went to bed early, as usual. 

About 7 a.m. the next mor- 
ning, he awoke, flicked on the 
radio and heard that he had 
stunned the First Congressional 
District in New Hampshire by 
handily winning the GOP 
nomination. 

But John Adams wasn’t as 
stunned as the political experts 
of the Granite State. 

Nor is John Adams any 
political neophyte. 

If the New Hampshire 
newspaper which borrowed the 


Balalaika Cruises aboard the 


title of a book about a publisher 
in that state to proclaim in 
headlines, ‘‘Who The Hell Is 
John Adams?’’ had checked a 
bit, they would have found that 
the man with the well-known 
American name has had a 
Significant career. 

He began as a state senator 
from Andover for two terms 
during the 1950’s and traversed 
through various state ap- 
pointments. 

This past Sunday, THE John 
Adams returned to Andover for 
a family reunion and a ‘‘cam-

Adams, 61, obviously enjoy- 
ing his new notoriety, smiled a 
bit on the subject of his retiring 
early that night of the election, 
shrugged it off with the remark, 
“Harry Truman did it, didn’t 
he?”’ 

The national news media 
listed him as cab driver, which 
amused him greatly since he is 
simply retired and has never 
driven a cab in his life. 

He has gained national atten- 
tion since the election, having 
been interviewed on the 
TODAY show. Newspapers 
throughout the country have 


-sought interviews with the 


white-haired political veteran 
whom his opponent in the 
primary, Edward Hewson, ad- 
mits he never heard of. 

And in Dallas, Texas, when 
the newspaper there proclaim- 
ed its interest in the so-called 
political unknown in headlines, 
the editor promptly received a 
call from Adams’s daughter, 
Eleanor Hoey. 


The Dallas paper quickly 
identified Adams the following 
day. 

Adams admits he did little 
campaigning in the primary, 
and won’t “‘rely on a lot of 
rhetoric’ for the November 
election as he seeks to unseat 
first-term Congressman Nor- 
man D’Amours, a Democrat. 

The decision to seek the con- 
gressional seat was no whim. 

The man who claims 

descendency from the famed 
John Quincy Adams said he 
decided after the Durkin- 
Wyman fight for the New 
Hampshire senate seat over a 
year ago, that he would 
probably go after the con- 
gressional seat, depending on 
what Wyman did. Republican 
Wyman vacated the seat'to run 
for senate. 
He placed his name in nomina- 
tion, then did a little door-to- 
door and store-to-store cam- 
paigning, but no advertising or 
exposure through normal, 
accepted political procedures. 

He had at one time, been ina 
supervisory position with the

New Hampshire state liquor 
commission and many of the in- 
spectors were aware of who 
John Adams was. 

After the election, which he 
won with 12,144 votes to 7,944 
for Hewson, a heavy pre- 
elec*ion favorite, a lot of people 
suddenly got to know John 
Adams.

Ford's advisers are convinced 
that the President lost the Texas 
primary last spring because 
Kissinger was too outspoken 
against the white Rhodesian 
regime. Now they are worried 
that Kissinger will get the Presi- 
dent in trouble again with his 
African diplomacy. 

One of Kissinger’s objectives is 
to bring the blacks to power in 
Rhodesia by peaceful means. He 
is also bringing pressure on 
South Africa to grant indepen- 
dence to its Southwest African 
territory. This would become the 
new nation of Namibia, under 
black rule. 

This support of black aims in 
Africa has upset vocal conserva- 
tives, who are threatening to 
abandon President Ford in 
November. So the President has 
been watching Kissinger’s 
operations in Africa with in- 
creasing wariness.

Kissinger’ s African Diplomacy 


Makes Ford Nervous

TAX HAVENS: Thousands 
of rich Americans hide their in- 
come in secret foreign bank ac- 
counts. They use the bank 
secrecy laws of foreign govern- 
ments to cheat the Treasury out 
of taxes. The taxes they escape 
paying, of course, must be made 
up by the rest of us. 

These foreign countries are 
known as “tax havens.” They are 
located around the globe in such 
places as Switzerland, Hong 
Kong, Gibraltar and the Carib- 
bean Islands. 

Criminals use these tax havens 
to deposit millions in illicit, un- 
taxed profits. Giant multina- 
tional corporations also hide 
huge sums in secret foreign ac- 
counts. 

The bank secrecy laws in 
these countries protect the tax- 
evading depositors. Of course, 
this attracts the shady money. 
It’s good business for the banks 
and good economics for the 
governments. 

But it’s bad economics for the 
United States. Yet believe it or 
not, the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice is helping to protect the tax 
evaders with foreign bank ac- 


counts. 

The income tax forms used to 
ask the taxpyaers whether they 
kept any foreign bank accounts. 
If they lied about it, they risked 
going to prison. 

But the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice mysteriously eliminated the 
question from the tax returns 
last year. This key question could 
trip up the big-money tax 
evaders. 

Now, however, Rep. Charles 
Vanik, D.-Ohio, has introduced 
legislation that will force Inter- 
nal Revenue to put the question 
back in the tax forms. 

POISON PROFITS: The 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy is supposed to keep poisons 
out of the air we breathe and the 
water we drink. Yet the agency 
has refused to accept. evidence 
that two of the most widely used 
pesticides can cause cancer. 

Under federal law, the EPA 
must set standards on pesticides. 
Preliminary testing at the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute indicates 
that Endrin and Toxaphene 
cause cancer in rats and mice. 

Yet environmental czar 
Russell Train refused to accept 
the evidence. He even ignored 
his own agency’s study, which 
showed that Endrin caused can- 
cerous tumors in rats and pro- 
duced birth defects in hamsters. 

The agency has proposed stan- 
dards that at least would 
decrease the amount of Endrin 
and Toxaphene released into the 
environment. But the agency has 
refused to police production. 
Waste from the factories that 
produce the pesticides, mean- 
while, enters our rivers. 


Why won't the EPA crack 
down? It would reduce the prof- 
its of the chemical companies, 
which manufacture 122 million 
pounds of the two dangerous 
pesticides every year. 

FEDERAL NAG: The U.S. 
Export-Import Bank is subsidiz- 
ing a race horse. It’s name is 
“Boydon Hanover.” The New 
York owners have sold the horse 
to a stud farm in Christchurch, 
New Zealand, for $135,000. 

The Export-Import Bank is 
bankrolling half of the mortgage 
on the horse. This comes to $57,- 
375. The other half is financed by 
an Australian bank. 

A spokesman for the govern- 
ment-supported Export-Import 
Bank told my office that the 
bank usually handles cattle tran- 
sactions. 

But occasionally, he 
acknowledged, the bank will fi- 
nance breeding stock sales. It 
has a heavy interest, he admit- 
ted, in a horse named “Boydon 
Hanover.” 

ILLEGAL LOTTERY: The 
Navy's Public Works depart- 
ment has been operating an il- 
legal lottery for three years. The 
lottery has been conducted dur- 
ing government time, on govern- 
ment property. Yet the profits 
went into the pockets of the 
Navy officials who ran it. 

The Navy was unaware of the 
lottery’s existence until we 
alerted them. The lottery has 
now been closed, and Admiral 
Ralph Carmahan has ordered 
an investigation. A Navy spokes- 
man confirmed that the lottery 
was a Clear violation of federal 
regulations. :

On The Ilistoric District 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

In the emotionally charged at- 
mosphere of the Open Hearing on 
the Proposed Historic District, 
we think the basic concept of the 
plan was misinterpreted. 

The implication of the Historic 
District is not that the individual 
Shall have additional controls 
placed upon him. Rather it en- 
courages a mutuality of concern 
for an area sa a whole. The 
modest restrictions imposed by 
the concept are more than made 
up by the protection of values for 
the residents of the district and 
the preservation of the district as 
a whole for the benefit of the 
community in which it is located. 

To observe the Central Street 
area is to recognize that the taste 
exercised over the years has 
been universally excellent. There 
is not an immediate concern that 
this will change. but the institu- 
tion of the Historic District 
would look ahead years and 
decades to other times with other 
occupants and take preventative 
measures to insure that this area 
be changed carefully. 

The State intre?iced the con- 
cept in the face of ‘rrevocable 
alteration and de. 'ruction of old 
buildings - - not to erode away an 
individual’s rights, but simply to 
say, let us look ahead, now, while 
there is time and join together in 
our concern. Let us not erase all 
of our past for the sake of our 
future. Consider the changes 
carefully. Changes are not out- 
lawed or even legislated against. 
Essentially it is an advisory ser- 
vice. There are many choices. 
You can make those compatible 
with the whole fabric. And, in the 
event of hardship, your in- 
congruous choice would even be 
accepted. 

This framework does not 
thwart the individual home 
owner. It really only precludes a 
developer or speculator moving 
into an area, maximizing his 
profits at the expense of an area 
and moving out quickly. This 
would leave the town the poorer 
for the loss of a valuable land- 
mark and might even diminish 
the values of abutting neighbors. 

In many towns, the Historic 
District was introduced too late. 
The charm of another period’s 
architecture was altered beyond 
recall before the citizens became 
aware and alarmed at the threat. 
Old style houses were converted 
into box-like monstrosities; 
buildings were erected in quanti- 
ty on improbable lots; yards 
were blacktopped to accom-

modate the cars. Someone 
benefited financially and left his 
scar upon a town forever. The 
Historic District plan puts the 
brakes on. It does not interfere 
with progress, only introduces a 
note of caution to the progress. 
The individuals within the dis- 
tricts do not feel they have lost; 
they recognize they have gained. 

So far there has been no need of 
such a plan for the Central Street 
area. But let us look ahead to the 
future. The Historic District can- 
not be a curative; it can ony be a 
preventative. 

We do not seek to legislate your 
taste; we do not seek to erode 
your freedoms; we do not hope to 
prevent your enjoyment of your 
home and property. We only ask 
you to join in an appreciation of a 
unique area and a careful con- 
sideration of its future. 

The Selectmen considered the 
project worth exploring and ap- 
pointed a group of citizens to 
study the proposition. We have 
spent a year and a half doing so. 
Some of us have been persuaded 
that it has no merit for Andover; 
others of us see a value to it. We 
can only submit our conclusions 
for your examination. You, the 
voters, will make the final deci- 
sion.

Dies In India

Devi Unsoeld, 22, formerly of 
Andover, died earlier this month 
on the mountain in India for 
which she was named. 

An experienced climber, she 
died within 2,000 feet of the sum- 
mit of Mount Nanda Devi of 
pulmonary edema, a high 
altitude sickness. She was buried 
on the 25,500-foot mountain about 
200 miles from New Delhi. 

Devi was part of an expedition 
led by her father, William Un- 
soeld, who was one of the first 
climbers to conquer Mt. Everest, 
and vice-president of Outward 
Bound when it had its head- 
quarters in Andover. Devi had 
formerly worked in Nepal as a 
translator and helped to set up a 
wildlife park there. 

Her family now lives in Olym- 
pia, Wash., where she is also sur- 
vived by her mother, brothers 
Regon and Krag, and a sister, 
Terris.

REV. RICHARD CARTER

Elizabeth P. Carter of Phoenix, 
Ariz; a sister, Mrs. Karl Haartz 
of Andover; a brother, James 
Carter of Hampden Highlands, 
Maine; three children and nine 
grandchildren.

Improve 
Lighting 
System 


Within the past week, 
Massachusetts Electric has 
begun work on a project that will 
dramatically alter and improve 
the lighting system in 
Lawrence’s central business dis- 
trict. The project involves the in- 
stallation of high intensity 
sodium vapor lights throughout 
the Intown area. On some 
streets, such as Essex Street, the 
work will consist of changing fix- 
tures, with the present mercury 
or white bulb being replaced by 
the sodium or amber bulb. 
However, on Methuen and Com- 
mon Streets and on the North- 
South connecting streets, some 
poles will be replaced and ad- 
ditional standards will be placed 
in new locations. It is in these 
areas, particularly near the off- 
street parking lots, that the 
lighting system will be vastly im- 
proved, by means of both the

higher intensity lights and ad- 
ditional poles and fixtures: 

According to Michael Costello, 
Lawrence Intown manager, the 
purposes of the change are to 
brighten the entire Intown area 
for evening shoppers and to give 
a cohesive look to the central 
business district. This will be ac- 
complished by use of the amber 
lights which will give a distinct 
appearance to the area bounded 
by- Common Street, Methuen 
Street, Union Street, and 
Broadway. 

The decision to embark on the 
lighting project was taken by city 
officials after lengthy dis- 
cussions with Intown business 
people and a trial period with the 
amber light on Essex Street. A 
factor in the decision was the 
energy Saving capacity of the 54,-

which requires 400 watts to 
operate.
